lc Sbires within this Kingdom have not furniſhed their Proportions of the 
Y 4 Wa Levy appointed by the Act of Parliament one thouſand fix hundred and 
* 2 ninety ſive; Have therefore appointed, and de hereby order and appoirt 
FJ the Sheriff of the Shires deficient as ſaid is, and as they ſhall be advertiſ- 
ed by Sir Patric . Hume His Majeſties Solicitor, by tranſmitting to them an 
Extract of this A, with the particular Number of their deficient Men thereto ſuhjoyn- 
ed, to conveen the Commiſſioners of Supplie within the ſame ; and ſignify to them, that 
it is their Lordſhips perremptory Command, that they take an effectual Courſe, for Fur - 
niſhing and putting out their reſpective Numbers of Men wanting, with all Diligence: And 
that tho it may happen, that in ſome of theſe Shires, different Methods have been taken 
from theſe preſcribed by the ſaid AR of Parliament; yet they muſt till make good their 
Number.: And ifin the method ofthe ſaid AR, Lots have been drawn for perſons out of 
the Kingdom, which ought not to have been dene, theſe liable in the reſpeQive Shires 
where the ſame was done, muſt ſupplie them, if not returned: And the ſaids Commiſ- 
ſioners are to deliver their Deſicient Men to the Officers appointed, to receive them at 
the Head-Burgh of their Shire upon the reſpective days follow ing, ei. For the Shires on 
this fide of Toy, the twenty fiſth of January inſtant, and for the Shires be-north T.), the 
tenth day of February thereafter. And farder, The faid Sheriff and Commiſſioners are 
to certity ſuch as are liable to put out the ſaid deficient Men within their Bounds, that if 
they tailzic to do the ſame, the Lords of Council will decern them to pay the Sum of two 
hundred Aer i for each Man deficient to the faids Officers that ſhould have received 
them and that Letters upon a ſimple Charge of fix days, at the inſtance of His Majcfties 
Solicitor, ſhall be dire& againſt them for that effect. And the Sheriffs and Con-m:ffion- 
er of Supply, inal! Shires are hereby appointed to inquire diligently anent all Deferters, 
and whether any of the Men put forgh by them be returned, and reſet within their 
Bounds ; and for encourgcment of ſuch as ſhall apprehend theſe Deſerters, to be 
brought up with the ſaid Deficients, at the foreſaid Day and Place; The Sheriffs are to 
give advertiſement, that the Officers will be careful to pay them Liberally , Ast likewiſe 
they are to certify on the other hand, that all guilty of Reſet, ſhall be proſecute for the 
paying of the hundred pounds, and other pains contained in the Proclamation of Coun- 
ci] agzinſt Reſettert, ofthe date the fourth of April, ent thouſand fix hundred ninety 
four with all Rigour. And the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, do hereby Re- 
quire and Command the ſoreſaids Sheriffs to give an particular and exaR Account of 
their Diligence in the Premiſſes to the Clerks of Council, betwixt and the twenty fifth 
day of February next tocome, that further courſe may be taken therein, as their Lord. 
ſhips ſhall judge needful for His Majeſties Service; Certifying the (aids Sheriffs, that if 
they failzic in the Premiſſes, either as to due Returns, or exact Diligence, they ſhall be 
Called and Conveened before the Privy Council, to be puniſhed according to their De- : 
meti!, |
